LEGISLATE RE. 


A dispatch from W ashington says there 
is considerable comment there over the 
showing of the census of Utah. which 
divides the population of the T errito ry 
into 71,501) males, and only Oil,454 fe­ 
males. “The question is, if polygamy 
exists in 
Utah to the extent that has 
Ikm*ii alleged— the Mormon men having 
from three to a dozen and twenty wives 
apiece—how comes it that nevertheless 
tho num ber of 
males is considerably 
larger than the number of females. The 
explanation is that in the num erously 
populated mining districts of Utah there 
are scarcely auy women and no Mormon­ 
ism. The census of Salt Luke City and 
vicinity, where the Mormons arc iii force, 
it is alleged, gives a different showing as 
regards Hie comparative male and female 
population. 
It is also stated by the op­ 
ponents of polygamy that only a portion 
of the Mormon men have a plurality of 
wives—only those who can afford the ex­ 
pensive luxury—and that no m atter how 
large the proportion of males is over the 
females, the fact nevertheless exists that 
polygamy is extensively practiced in Salt 
Lake City and in various other parts of 
that and adjacent T em tores, and as the 
men Income wealthy, bo that they eau 
afford more than one wife, the infamous 
plurality system increases.’’

Some of Mr. Vcrney’s visitors, who trreat many children, but at tile time I 
remembered English history, knew that 
this individual luust haye lived a very 
long life indeed if he had fought in both 
the battles of Hastings and Marston 
Moor, but they were too polite to say 
anything about it 
In coarse of time this suit of armor, 
and the armed figure of the Dc Vernaye, 
about which their father talked so 
much, became so mixed up in the minds 
of the Verncy children, that they really 
supposed that the figure of the mailed 
knight in the library represented one of 
their ancestors, and before very long, 
some of the younger visitors to the 
house actually began to think it was Hie 
great-grandfather about whom the Ver­ 
sers talked so much. 
The nearest neighbors and most inti­ 
mate friends of the Verneys were tile 
Greens. 
The children of 
had no idea who their Green great 
grandfather was. 
Their father was not 
living, and their mother realty did not 
know anything about her husband’s 
grandfather.

Iii tho evening the fairy grand­ 
mother came to see what they had done. 
Bramette had a bushel-basket full, of 
berries. 
‘ Did you gather all these?’ 
asked the fairy.” ‘Oh, no,’ said Bram­ 
ette. ‘they were nearly all gathered by 
my father ami mother, my grandfather 
and grandmother, who are the best 
chipplv’-borry irathercrsinthis district1 
* But did not you gather any of them?1

‘ I believe I did pick

liked best to measure them as they were 
brought in. to see how my ny we were 


Chinese embroider in various 
ways. 
They appear to have learned 
the art from Persia at a very early date 
and to have become celebrated from 
that skill. 
At Canton and Ningpo a 
great deal is now w'orked, particularly 
large screens, fan cases and robes. 
Men cmoroidcr as well as women, anti 
the patience with which they cover 
state robe, curtain or screen with elab­ 
orate needlework is remarkable. 
Un­ 
der the late dynasty, robescmbroiderci 
in Doss silk and with gold and silver 
thread were worn almost universally, 
but at the present time it is considerer 
sufficient to indicate a mandarin’s rank 
by a small square of embroidery con­ 
taining his device instead of repeating 
the same with a combination of drag­ 
ons, ribbons and flowers all over the 
dress as was universal during the Ming 
dynasty. 
Chinese ladies now content 
themselves w'ith embroidering in silk. 
instead of floss, about tile dress, and 
costly floss and gobi embroideries are 
more often found upon actors’ costumes 
or upon screens than upon ordinary 
wearing apparel. Sometimes both sides 
of the work are the same, and this is 
managed by painting the pattern upon 
transparent material, stretching it, and 
making it in satin stitches backwards 
and forwards so that there is no wrong 
side. 
Feather work, and a style known 
as crepe work, for crepe shawls, which 
is very showily executed iii long and 
feather stitches, are favorite occupa­ 
tions; but the chief embroidering con­ 
sists in the use of floss, silk and gold 
and silver threads. 
Patterns of every 
conceivable size, in which tile designs 
do not vary much, but are ail exact in 
colors, are sold for two cents apiece.

Americans of a certain cla>s have a 
manifest advantage over Europeans-- 
that is, from the traveling point of view. 
’ Politicians on promotion, and other 
pushing English persons, lh to America 
to endeavor to catch tile tone of the 
great new country during a hurried 
•our; but Americans have been used to 
study Europe and “ Europeans” for 
several generations. 
The ropes of the 
effete oligarchies are supposed, at least. 
to be fairly well understood by Hie 
American people. 
The sportsmen, in 
the English and better sense of the 
word, are pleased, of course, by tile 
victory of American iiorses, but this 
feeling onlv extends to a limited class. 
The best class of Americans know as 
little of sport as oi laities. 
When the 
late patroon of Albany spoke of a 
showy young man as being either a 
gambler or a politician, he accurately 
deigned one class of American feeling. 
T« the highest and most traveled class 
of traveled Americans, a person work­ 
ing in the political “ machine’' of his 
country appears as little better than a 
professed gambler, 
lie is a person of 
no family, as a rule of no connections, 
of no set. 
It may astonish oligarchic 
England to hear that such claims are 
recognized in a Republic, but it is true, 
nevertheless. 
Tnat this is absolutely 
true will be seen by any person who has 
traveled among a crowd of Americans 
voyaging in Europe. 
Rut it is nothing 
to the amplitude of the space which 
separates the Knickerbocker or the cod­ 
fish aristocrat from the “ drummer ‘ of 
New York or Boston. 
To comprehend 
the traveled American one must com­ 
pletely get rid of tile Republican idea of 
equality. 
There is little of this in the 
Ignited States and less in the permanent 
or transient American colony in Europe. 
In classifying American travelers tile 
first place socially must be given to tlie 
anti-Americans. It was said by a great 
authority that claret would be port if 
if it could; and of the^e “ upper-ten- 
dom” Americans it may be said that 
they would be English if they could. 
Of course, they would deny the soft 
impeachment most emphatically; yet 
every word, act and deed of theirs 
emphasizes their preferences of the old 
country to the new. 
Many of them 
hail from Boston, Mass., Imt have been 
brought to Europe for education ^o 
young that they speak in tile sweetest 
ll ut e-like tones of Young Oxford, the 
seat of learning they most admire. 
Others come from the Knickerbocker 
set in New York, people to whom the 
nouveaux riches are an abomination; 
and wdio know oui}' the Van Rensse­ 
la e r, Stuyvesants. and other I tearers 
of good old Dutch names. 
These most 
agreeable of American travelers are 
precisely like other well-bred people, 
and, of course, have few peculiarities, 
except that of being not only very 
rich, but having a vast quantity of 
available ready money to spend on any 
passing fancy. 
Highly cultivated and 
entirely' ignorant or contemptuous oi 
American polities ami national pecu­ 
liarities. they give as false an idea of 
their country as the water-drinking 
parsons, who sometimes send English 
travelers home from the States wit Ii 
the idea that Americans are 1 he soberest 
people in the world. 
The males of the 
codfish or Knickerbocker aristocracy 
are in no way distinguishable from 
Englishmen of the higher middle class, 
except in a certain slightly oereinon 
ious courtesy’, which is again quite dif­ 
ferent from that of Britons of the first » 
rank. 
The American lady', however, is 
very different from her English sister. 
She is generally very vivacious a- well 
as accomplished, and • is 
also well 
dressed as well as pretty. 
Very fas­ 
tidious carpers might object that she is 
sometimes over self-conscious, and per­ 
petually conveys the idea that she is 
under arms; 
but she is 
charming, 
nevertheless, and wears the prettiest 
shoes in the world. —Lowbm World.

■a Michigan cavalryman named Drake 
was out foraging in the Slianandoah val­ 
le y in company with a comrade loamed 
Cooper. 
Cooper was in a smoke-house 
alter meat and Drake was on guard at 
the door when thirteen Confederates 
suddenly appeared. 
They were mount­ 
ed, and advanced at a gallop, jmrt of 
them tiring as they rode up. One bullet 
found a suitable opening in the stone 
wall of the smoke-house, and flew in and 
killed Cooper dead in his tracks. Drake 
was standing beside his horse, and his 
saddle was hit by three bullets, one of 
which glanced through Iris hat. 
As soon as che trooper could realize 
what had happened ho swrung himself 
into saddle aud dashed at the circle 
around him. 
Tlifc moment he happened 
in view he was a target for carbine and 
pistol. 
His horse made a rush at the 
line, but was driven back. 
Followed by 
Cooper’s horse lie galloped around and 
across a circle not over IOO feet across, 
all the time under a steady fire by the 
Confederates. 
This fire was soon re­ 
turned by Drake, who tired away seven 
cartridges aud then drew his saber. His 
seven bullets, as afterward vouched for, 
killed two men, wounded two more, and 
killed one horse. 
His fire broke the
